Five Hen Who "Wore the Fateful Stone 


Overwhelmed With Ml*fortane. 


Some years ago a gentleman named

stranger, sick almost unto death. He 
asked Mr. Beard for assistance and was 
given some piovisions and a generous 
draft of whisky. The fellow was suffer- 
ing with a raging fever and realized 
the necessity cf getting to where he 
could have proper medical nttentiop. 
He ubked Mr. Board if he could spare 
him a few dollars, at the same time 
drawing from his finger a heavy gold 
ring set with u magnificent opal, which 
shot forth Hashes of red, blue and gold 
en light as tho stone was moved. Mr. 
3eard took Ihe ring, giving the man 
f.3, which wa<j about half the change he 
had with him, -promising to call on 
tha man in tbo hospital in Austin, where 
ho hoped to hear from friends aiia 
would redeem tho ring, Mr. Beard rode 
MJ, after making the stranger as com- 
fortable nu possible.

rutnrn he lojt a lawsuit involving $80,- 
000. 
From this time everything he 


touched proved unlucky. One day he 
was in Austin gloomily meditating over 
his ill tuck when his eye chanced to 
fall upon tho opal, which he swears 
was emitting a yellowish green light 
and seemed to mock at him. Like a 
flash the story of the opal and the ill 
luck that attached to a possessor came 
into his iiiiuU, and drawing tho ring 
from his tingor he started for the Colo- 
rado river, intending to throw it in the 
stream. On his way he met a friend, 
the sheriff of the county, to whom he 
communicated his intentions. 


The officer said it was a Bhame to 


throw away such a magnificent gem 
and begged that he might have it in- 
stead. The opal changed ownership 
right there, and three days afterward 
the sheriff was shot and killed. The

BRITISH TKADE 


A review of the British tra<]e for 1893 


compiled from official sources) is pub- 
lished in th«i London Pall Mail Gazette, 
It aaya trade during 1893 was worse even 
than in 189U. A general gloom hangs 
over the country's industries. Imports 
in eleven months declined £1,760,000, as 
compared with 1802, and exports de- 
clined $6,500,000. There has been a 
shrinkage in every important class of 
imports and exports. 


It appears that the contraction of 


the currency, caused by the adoption 
of the single standard, is affecting Eng- 
land as well as the United States, al- 
though the Pall Mall Gazette says Ameri- 
can trade is steadily advancing. Great 
depression in business has invariably 
followed monetary contraction. Eng- 
land is feeling the effect of this con- 
traction as well as this country. 


According to the statistics published, 


trade in the United States is not ad- 
vancing. More factories are closed or 
running on reduced time than ever 
before. 
Thousands of operatives in 


the manufacture,, .g well as the min- 
ing oen tore are ot., of employment or 
working on short hours. The develop- 
ment of the resources ot the country 
has ceased for the time. No newinduH- 
tries are being established and farm 
products are cheaper than they have 
been since 1857. 


Wore these conditions existing only 


in the United States they might, 
whether truthfully or not, be attrib- 
uted to the purchase of silver bullion 
by the Government, but as they pre- 
vail in every country that has adopted 
the single standard it ia more probable 
that tho real cau-,o is the scarcity of 
money of ultimate redemption, not that 
too much silver is being used. 


The great declino iu trade in England 


may lead to an official inquiry as to the 
cause, and result iu legislation more 
favorable to silver. Business cannot 
bo kept depressed forever in the great 
commercial nations to oblige the gold 
kings of London aud New York.

Governor Waito of Colorado has 


called a special dessiou of the Legis- 
lature to convene in Denver January 
10th. 
Tl'e call specifies thirty different 


subjects in which in his opinion legis- 
lative action should be taken. 
He 


says the mining interests of the State 
have been unjustly and unconstitu- 
tionally attacked by Congress and the 
Administration, and the panic has so 
reduced values and 
increased the 


burden of taxation that pro lucers are 
obliged to sell then-products below the 
cost of production. 


The principal business suggested for 


the Legislature it, to provide thnt all 
silver dollars, domestic and foreign, 
containing not leas than 37l>£ grains 
ot flni silver shall be a legal tender for 
all >lv its collectable in Colorado. He 
also suggests the passage of an act 
prohibiting the making of trust deeds, 
mortgages or obligations of any kind 
payable in gold. The other recommen- 
dations refer to matters of local in- 
terest. 


The opinion of lawyers and news- 


papers in Colorado is that the State 
has no authority to make foreign coins 
a legal tender for nil debts collectable 
in Colorado and that the Legislature 
cannot prohibit individuals from mak- 
ing obligations payable in any kind of 


i money or commodities they may deem 
moat convenient. The general senti- 
ment seems 
session, but 
effect on the Governor, who declares in 
his proclamation t!mt he assumes the 
entire responsibility of the act. The 
opinion now prevails that tho Legis- 
lature will convene aud adjourn with- 
out transacting any business.

When Mayor Swift went into office 


Controller Wetherell informed him 
that the city was rapidly running to- 
wards financial embarrassment. 
He 


estimated that there was a deficit in 
the city treasury of from $600,000 to 
$800,000. The Mayor at once employed 
expert accountant J. H. Kingwell to in- 
vestigate the city's financial condition. 
The magnitude of the undertaking had 
not been estimated, and to-day, after 
four weeks' work, Mr. Kingwell is only 
able to make an incomplete report. 


Everything in the Controller's office 


is in a state of chaos. The investiga- 
tion thus far shows that money has 
been borrowed from 
one fund 
or 


another to meet passing obligations 
without an effort boing made to pay 
the loans. The system of bookkeeping 
is so old and inefficient that the books 
throw but little light on the city's 
financial condition. 


Aside from ascertaining that the mu- 


nicipal deficit is over $2,500,000, nothing 
of a definite nature has been learned by 
the investigation as to the real finan- 
cial condition of the city. 
Mayor 


Swift lays the difficulty to the utterly 
earless way in which the city's money 
is handled. There ia an abandon about 
the department that is amazing to 
business men. 


The key to the situation is found in 


Controller Wetherell's statement that 
money has been spent when there was 
none on hand. The debt ia the accumu- 
lation of four administrations, and 
unless the utmost care and rigid econ- 
omy is practiced during the next ad- 
ministration it will seriously embarrass 
the city.

A Captain's Story of Outrageous Treat-

PHILADELPHIA, December 28. — The 


American schooner Grace Andrews, 
commanded by Captain Andrews, has 
arrived from Brazil. Captain Andrews 
tells a story of outrageous treatment 
by Peixoto's soldiers in Rio harbor. 
Andrews had started from his ship to 
the harbor in a small boat, and when 
within hailing distance of the shore 
hoisted the American flag, but the 
soldiers on shore shouted: "If you 
don't stup we will shoot you," and fired 
several shots. 


The captain was arrested, together 


with three sailors, and placed in prison. 
He was then taken to Kio, and the Chief 
of Police put them in jail without any 
food.

The captain complained 
about the soldier.-, having hauled down 
the American liag on his small boat, 
but the Consul paid no attention to it.

Tho Southern Pacilic Sales ia the Last 


Year Will Not Kvceert 17.OOO Acres. 
W. H. Mills, General Lannd Agent 


of the Sou'cl- ~rn Pacific compay, tells 
the San Francisco papers that the sales 
of granted lands belonging to the com- 
pany have been very small in 1893, com- 
pared with the sales of previous years. 
Mr. Mills ascribes this decrease in 
business to the low price of lumber and 
beef. Most of the lands now held by 
the Central Pacific company are timber 
and grazing lands. 
When there is a 


slow demand for beef and lumber no- 
body is anxious to buy our lands. 


In Capay Valley things have been 


different. There we have disposed of 
forty-two subdivisions of land, which 
is the equivalant to establishing forty- 
two new homes. Near Merced the 
Crocker lands are being taken up 
rapidly. 


Jerome Madden, land agent of the 


Southern Pacific Company, said: "The 
situation this year has been deplor- 
able—I never saw it so bad. Actual 
sales were so small that I am ashamed 
to make a statement for publication. 
The total will not exceed 17,000 acres. 
We used to sell more than that in one 
day, and not think much of it. In my 
mind the depressioi has been caused 
by the nncertanty in tariff legislation. 
This has spread a clo"wd over the whole 
country. 
Take it down in Fresno 


county, for instance. 
With wheat at 


its present price, what encouragement 
is there for a man to plant when he 
knows that his crops will net him a 
deficit instead of a profit? 


"There have been two speculative 


sales in a year, but I do not class them 
with actual sales. 
One of these was 


a sale of about 28,000 acres near Sum- 
mit Lake, in Fresno county, where an 
extensive irrigation system is being in- 
augurated. No profit is expected for 
four or five years. The same may be 
said of the disposal 50,000 acres more 
or less in the southern part of this 
State to the Colorado Irrigation Com- 
pany."

The Southern Pacific Makes a Redaction 


In C barges. 


A circular giving information relative 


:o the Southern Pacific Company's new 
reight tariff has been issued. It shows 
marked reduction in the rates to be 


jharged to Beno after the 1st of Jan 
lary. The Examiner says of the pro— 
osed change: 
This new tariff, which is comprised in 


a volume of 1,100 pages of closely 
jrinted matter, was compiled in the 
Diflce of General Freight Agent Smnrr 
under the direct supervision of Third 


ice-President J. C. Stubb and Traffic 


Manager Richard Gray. Mr. Stubbs, 
mong railroad men, is credited with 
ability to adjust a traffic card that none 
jf the business will be allowed to es- 
ape and that profitable returns may 


gathered from a field that to others 


would appear hopeless. It is said that 
lis magic touch will infuse life into 
old figures and transmit dead freight 
nto shining gold. 


The circular just is&ned covers only 


a limited ground, being selections from 
a list of some hundred grocery articles, 
Irawn up by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, showing the difference in rates 
jetween the present tariff and the new, 
'rom San Francisco and Sacramento to 
Fredno, Bakersfleld, Maricopa and 
points in Arizona on the Southern Pa- 
IQc main line; to Chico, Tehama, Eed 
Bluff, Redding, Delta, Sissons, Mon- 
,ague, etc., on the Oregon main line; to 
Auburn, Reno, Winnemueca, etc., on 
Jae Central main line. 


In many instances the rates show a 


•eduction of from 20 to 33t-3 per cent 
and as low as 50 per cent, but the aver- 
age will be about 10 per cent. 


FAVOBINQ THE POOR. 


The heavy and bulky staples will be 


most favorably affected by those reduc- 
tions, and the greater benefit is ex- 
>ecte<i to accrue to those members of 
ociety who are content to get along 
with ouly the necessaries of life. The 
more wealthy will be called on to pay 
advanced freight tolls on the high- 
lass articles that they consume, for in 
;his way only can the Southern Pacific 
Company afford to make such sweep- 
.ng reductions in the coarser grades of 
merchandise. 


A glance at the figures furnished by 


;he company's circular shows that in 
the first article mentioned, namely, 
canned goods, the rate has been cut 
materially. 
From San Francisco to 


Fresno the old rate, usually denomin- 
ated the local rate, the charge is now 75 
cents on each 100 pounds. After the 
Brst of next year the rate will be 54 
cents per hundred-weight on L. C. L. 
(less than carload lots) and 51 cents 
per hundred-weight on carload lots. In 
all cases the charge will be the same 
between the points mentioned, no 
matter in which direction the freight is 
shipped. This fact will stimulate the 
sending of canned goods from interior 
points, each as Fresno, OUioo, Eed 
Bluff, Marysville and such places, to 
San Francisco or Sacramento. It will 
make possible the handling of fruit in 
this way that hitherto was handled 
green or dried. Somewhat similar re- 
ductions have been made in regard to 
iisms, thus giving the domestic article 
an opportunity to reach the large mar- 
iets on more advantageous terms than 
ever before obtainable. 


AN EFFORT AT A FAIR ADJUSTMENT. 
Mr. Stubbs, speaking of the new tariff 


schedule, said that an earnest effort 
lad been made to so adjust tho rates 
;hat all interests would be charged in 
fair proportion. 
"On nearly all kinds 


of ordinary merchandise the reduction 
will be very considerable," said Mr. 
Stubbs. "Nearly everything that is 
sold in country stores will be carried 
at cheaper rates. The more expensive 
goods will have to pay more than they 
do now, for it would be impossible to 
conduct the business of the company 
on the basis of rates fixed for the staple 
articles. 


" The dividing of the first class of the 


local rate into four classes under the 
Western classification is an indication 
of the work that is to be done in this 
regard. In the local classification class 
1 consists of less than carloads lots. 
In the Western classification classes 1, 
'A 3 and 4 are less than carloads lots, 
while classes 5, A, B, C, D and E are 
figured at carload rates. 


"Short hauls will be made to pay 


greater tolls, proportionately, than 
under the local classification, but the 
difference will be so slight that it will 
not effect the movement of shipments 
one way or another."

New Points liaised by the Attorneys. 


The habeas corpus case of William 


McConnell came up for hearing before 
Judge Cheney yesterday. Thomas C. 
Griffiths of Spokane, M. S. Bonnifleld 
of Winnemncca and General Torreyson 
of Carson appeared for petitioner and 
Carroll Cook of San Francisco for re- 
spondent. 
It was contended on the 


part of Boss Whitaker, respondent, the 
officer who had the petitioner 
in 


custody, that no court of an interme- 
diate State has any authority to in- 
quire into the legality of the restraint 
of a prisoner having been delivered by 
the authority of the Governor of the 
asylum State to the agent of the de- 
manding State. The petitioner main- 
tained that a State court can inquire 
into the legality of the restraint of any 
human being found within the State on 
habeas corpus proceedings; that if it 
finds that the Governor of the demand- 
ing State or of the State where the 
alleged refugee is found has exceeded 
his authority in the matter of extradi- 
tion his acts are a nullity and no such 
acts can confer any authority for the 
arrest of the accused party; that the 
question of comity between the States 
is not involved in extradition proceed- 
ings, but that these proceedings are 
based upon the law alone and if there 
is no law authorizing any particular act 
done in tho premises such act is a 
nullity. 


This case will undoubtedly attract 


the attention of tho bar and bench of 
the country, as important legal ques- 
tions are involved and will be raised on 
the hearing for the solution of which 
neither side will be able to find any 
precedent.

Horrible Boolto of Some of tke r*te*t 
SnroMt That Something Moat Be Done. 
A majority of the so caUed accidents 


on our railroads in the last three or foui 
months have not been caused by the f ail- 
nre ot rolling stock, bridges or roadbed 
Jo stand tbe strain pat upon them, bat to 
the terrible carelessness of employees in 
places of great responsibility. The col- 
lision in Michigan was caused by the 
reckless disobedience of plain orders cm 
the part of the officers in charge of one 
of the trains. Apparently these officers 
readily took the risk of continuing be- 
yond the point where they had been di- 
rected to stop, knowing that at anytime 
they might meet another fast train on 
the same track. It will be noted that 
they were able to escape by jomping oft 
jost before the collision that killed 28 
passengers. 


The collision in Illinois a few hours 


earlier between a limited express and a ( 
train of coal cars could not have taken , 
place if those in charge of the freight, 
train had exercised ordinary care and, 
observed the fundamental rules of the 
service. These are the latest additions 
to an appalling list of blunders and in- 
stances of reckless disobedience which 
have caused great loss of life since the 
beginning of last summer, and this latest 
collision, followed by a fire that left only 
the charred bodies of many victims who 
could not be identified, is the worst of 
all.It is true that in the last few months 
many railroad lines have been overtaxed 
by a sudden and exceptional growth of 
passenger traffic which 'has found them 
poorly equipped both as to the safe- 
guards which are needed and the em- 
ployees required for the work. It is prob- 
able also that on £<>me roads employees 
who were trustworthy under old condi- 
tions have become untrustworthy and 
even reckless under the strain of over- 
work. Bnt, while the people generally 
may be interested in discussion of the 
underlying causes of such a series ol 
dreadful events, they are more deeply 
interested in suggestions as to the action 


I which can be taken to prevent such 


I carelessness and disregard for the safety 
| of passengers, as have been shown this 
' year. 
I 
Are the penalties which a company 


may suffer heavy enough? The loss of 
property in a collision is not an impor- 
tant loss for a great corporation. The 
conviction of a conductor, or an engineer, 
or a train dispatcher on a charge of man- 
slaughter can exercise very little re- 
straining influence upon the company 
that employed him. But if it were pos- 
sible to collect through the courts large 
gums in damages for the lives that are 
loot the companies would be much more 
careful both in the supervision of their 
employees and in the establishment of 
block signals and other safeguards. 


For the 26 lives sacrificed in Michigan 


the relatives of the victims can recover 
from the company almost $180,000, 01 
$5,000 for.each life. If this limit, which 
is imposed by the laws in most of 
states, were removed, such
